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GOVERNOR BLEASE 

From the mouths of I. W. WVs 
vermillion Socialists and radical 
labor-union agitators we are so 
accustomed to hear the Consti¬ 
tution blasphemed and mob rule 
deified that the wild utterances 
of this irresponsible minority, ex¬ 
cept when they excite to criminal 
acts of violence, are treated gen¬ 
erally with the contempt they 
deserve. 

But when the head of a sover¬ 
eign State, invested with tempor¬ 
ary authority by the people of 
that State, publicly approves 
lynching and mob rule, and pub¬ 
licly execrates the Constitution 
whence he derives his authority, 
he becomes a subject for Federal 
prosecution or for the lunatic asy- 

Gov. Blease of South Carolina, 
in his avowed intention to re¬ 
fuse the support of the law to 
his colored fellow-citizens when 
they are victims of illegal acts, 
has proved himself unworthy to 
carry on the duties of the office 
to which he was elected and should 
be promptly forced to vacate. 
Gov. Blease, when he publicly 
screamed, “To hell with the Con¬ 
stitution,” simply advertised his 
incapacity to fill even the role 
of a private citizen—let alone to 
assume any position of authority. 
Since he is so proud of his unpat¬ 
riotic and un-American sentiments, 
he should purge his native coun¬ 
try of his offenseive personality. 

No American gentleman would 
use the language in a public meet¬ 
ing, attended by many refined 
and well-bred American women, 
that this negro-baiter indulged 
in. But then without doubt Gov. 
Blease has no desire to be mistaken 
for an American or any other 
kind of gentleman. He prefers 
to pose as the rough-house cham¬ 
pion of lynching bees. It is more 
in his line to shock women than 
to resist a mob. 

He calls himself a cold-blooedd 
fighter, while on the contrary he 
is a hot-headed shirker, a cold¬ 
footed official, and a red-handed 
condoner of law-breaking. He 


finds it more easy and comfort¬ 
able to defend lynching than to 
defend the Negro—especially as 
the Negroes in .South Carolina 
are practically disfranchised. He 
pretends to be standing for the 
virtue of the white women, as 
though there were no law to 
protect them. If the ordinary law 
in South Carolina is impotent to 
reach the criminal Negro, so that 
mob violence has to be resorted 
to, then South Carolina is no lon¬ 
ger fit to take its place among 
our glorious galaxy of States. 

Of course this is not the case; 
the Governor was simply playing 
to the gallery, A fearless and 
capable executive in South Caro¬ 
lina, as in any other State, has 
ample power to see the law enforced 
against all criminals, whether white 
or colored. Gov. Blease, toadying 
to the disreputable elements in 
society, not only first of all insulted 
the taste of the fair southerners 
in his audience, but cast a foul 
aspersion on the honor and dig; 
nity of the commonwealth he was 
supposed to represent. He has 
not the earmarks of either a hot 
or a cold-blooded fighter; only 
the weakness of the demagogue 
truckling to the worst passions 
of the mob. —The Times.

COAST MONTHLY MAGA¬ 
ZINE. INTERMENT PRIVATE.

The sudden death of the Pacific 
Coast Monthly a so-called maga¬ 
zine published by R. C. Owens, 
Capitalist, Eugene Walker, Mer¬ 
chant tailor , and J. L. Holt, an 
enterprising business man, was a 
sledge hammer blow to the suckers 
who had pungled up a dollar 
each for a monthly description 
of charming female peepers. The 
end came peacefully at 13 min¬ 
utes past 1 a. m., Feb. 13th. 
Its demise marks the premature 
busting of another fake bubble- 
—another scheme to get some¬ 
thing for nothing, has petered 
out and left its promotors in 
the condition of Aesop's frog, 
whose carcass was wrecked by 
over self-inflation. 

It was an immense air castle. 
Captain Crumbly, whose exper¬ 
ience makes him an authority on 
scintillating female optics, was put 
in charge. With hearts for 
trumps he was to corral all of 
the women by flashy descriptions 
of female charms. With all of 
the women on his string, the con¬ 
quest of the outwitted men would 
be a mere trifle. And the other 
little Negro editors,—well, they 
would be forgotten. 

With visions of endless banquets 
flowing with red wine and sparkling 
champagne, with scores of charm¬ 
ing women in hair pulling rivalry 
for an opportunity to bask in 
his smile; with undying fame beck¬ 
oning from every wind that blew, 
“Cap” took up his pen with the 
eagerness of one bent on earning 
his “grub stake.” Cap rubbed 
it on thick; so thick that it took 
every word in the old “blue back 
speller” to describe the paraliz- 
ing charms of one or two dark 
eyed beauties. This put all the 
other women on the war path, 
and poor Cap's goose was cooked. 
Instead of bewitching smiles his 
horizon was dark with female 
frowns. And there is nothing so 


blighting to a man's hopes as 
a woman's frown. Having staked 
everything on one roll of the dice 
and lost, Cap looked as crest 
fallen as a boy whose popping 
cracker busted while he was light¬ 
ing it. After Cap had distributed 
50 or a hundred copies of the 
journalistic freak bound in flam¬ 
ing red covers, in imitation of 
the muslin used by the old dutch 
kidnapers, who did a flourishing 
business on the West Coast of 
Africa several centuries ago, the 
owners of the would-be journal, 
the chief moguls, rode about the 
city with an air of importance 
equalled only by the Eagle man 
when mounted on horse back in 
a Fiesta parade.
